I also forgo t^to include in the nemo that these characters till have and still use, 
why I can’t imagine, ^ encrypting anu decrypting device of World Viar II era, the one they 
brought into the house to demonstrate to me describes/ as one used by the CDS and made by 
the Army's signal Corps. It was, less than p"xb" by 6" and was in perfect condition. Can 
you imagine this being transported all around this' country and being used today?

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he was my friend about ,:0 years ago, checked his records, or had then checked while I 
was with him, and denied it happened. Hall had told me th*t held pulled some radical 
right strings there and had it wiped out and was freed.
